•oice pleasing. Some very deaf persons, perhaps 
o deaf they scarcely hear their own voices, are so 
lard to listen to that they jar one's nerves. No 
leed -of that. They could have pleasant voices; the 
usiness of improving the voice, at the same time 
ends to improve the hearing. One of Dr. Winslow's 
ascs, that oi. a physician who had been deaf for 
0 years, with marked tinnitus (head noises) and pur- 
'.ent discharge from one ear, had required a mas- 
oid operation. The patient complained of irequent 
olds in the head (had he known there was no such 
ondition the poor doctor might not have become 
eafi. mucus droppings in the back of the throat and 
uskiness of voice. lie had had the malleus and in- 
u^ (hammer and amil) removed from his left car

ad been dent in that ear ever bince, nor did the re- 


moval of the hammer and anvil pcevcn^thc noise 
n the ear.

murder'band whos»e tentacles have 
crushed life from scores of victims is 
believed by police lo have been re- 
vealed by thc arrest here of 17 men 
and alleged confessions of some of 
those arrested.

which has wiped out whole clans in 
Italian vendettas;, murder lists, secret 
rituals, symbols of 
blood-red hand- 


kerchief and knile gripped between 
clenched teeth are but some of the 
dramatic features of the confessions, 
according to police.

eggs should not be washed before 
preservation, but should be washed 
before every othW use.
